Ic is alfo affirmed by fome, That immediately after St. 
Stephen's Death, and the Fews difperfion, Fofeph of Arimathea, 
with twelve others here preached and died: That the fir 
Fabrick of a Chriftian Church or Temple in all the World, 
was at Glaftenbury in Somerfetfbire, 31 Years after Chrift’s 
death ; but fome better Authorities {peak of Simon Zelotes 
and Ariftobulus, mentioned by St. Paul, their preaching the 
“ Gofpel here, and fealing it with their Martyrdom. After. 
wards, 4nd 180, the Chriftian Faith was here profefled 
( as ’tis faid ) by publick Authority under King Luci, the — 
firft Chriftian King in the World, and with Chriftianity, 
no doubt came in the Epifcopal Government, as may be 
feen in the Catalogue of Britifh Bifhops: And it is cer- 
tain, that at the Council of Arles, Anno 347, there were — 
three Archbifhops of England, viz. of London, York, and 
Caerleon ; whereof the firft had for his Province under him ~ 
the South; thefecond, all, the North; and the third, all be- - 
yond Severn, or the Weft part of this Ifland. Under thefe. 
three Archbifhops, there, were reckoned about that Age, © 
twenty eight Bifhops, all which did obferve the Cuftoms © 
and Orders of the Greek or Eaffern Churches, and _particu- 
Jarly that of Ea/fer, different from the Latin Cuftoms, or 
Weftern Churches, notwithftanding Vidor, Bifhop of Rome 
Anno 290, had excommunicated all Churches that did fo; 
nor did they acknowledge Rome to bethe Mother of the 
Britaunick Church. We were obedient to Chriftianity when 
we wete Strangers to Rome: Britannorum inaccefa Romanis 
loca Chrifto vero fubdita, Tertul. adv. Fud. cap. 7. And if 
the Gofpel was received here foonerthan in France or Spain, 
- Gt is one reafon why we fhould have the Precedence.  Bri- 
tain was then a Patriarchal Jurifdi@tion in Subftance, 
though perhaps not in Name, and fo continued, until about” 
the year 596, when Aujtinthe Monk, fenthither from Rome, 
by Pope Gregory the Great, aflifted by the Fraud of 40 other 
Monks, and by the Power of the then Heathen Anglo Sax- 
ons (who had long before driven the Britains intoWales) and 
their King Ex belbert, whom he had converted to the Chriftian 
Faith, conftrained the Britifb Bifhops, here being then but 
feven, befides the Archbithop of Gaerleon, to fubmit theme 
felves to the Bifhop of Rome, not without the Maflacre of 
2200 Religious Pesfons at Bangor, wha had oppofed the In- 
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troduction of Papal Authority ; fo foon began the bloody 
‘Game herein England. After which by the Connivence or 
Condefcenfions of the fucceffive Saxon or Norman Kings, 
this Church was in fome things fubjeéted to the Bifhop of 
- Rome, as itsPatriarch or Primate: But fince England hath 
become one entire Monarchy, none of our Kings ever. fub. 
jected themfelves toany foreign Power, either Spiritual or 
Temporal, till King Johu, perfecuted inthe midft of his 
Barons War by the Pope, refigned his Crown to Pandulphus 
the Pope’s Legate, and took it again from him as from the 
- Pope: But, (as Sir Thomas Smith faith, from ‘whom I have 
_ borrowed divers Paflages in this T'reatife,) “ That A& be- 
** ing never ratified by Parliament, was never of any force 
“to bind this Realm, Com. W. of Eng. pag.20. However, 
it could never free it felf from Papal Ufurpation, until 
Hen, VIII. by his Royal Authority (as he and all other 
_ Kings might remove their Chancellors or other Officers, 
_ and difpofe of their Offices to others ) did remove the Pri- 
_ macy or Metropolitanfhip from the See of Rome to the See 
Of Canterbury ; as being far more agreeable to civil Policy, 
and Prudence, that fuch a high Power fhould be placed ra- 
_ ther in a Subje& of our own Nation, than in a Sovereign 
Prince (for fo isthe Pope over feveral Territories in Italy) 
_ and he far remote beyond the Seas: Which ejeftion of the 
Pope’s Authority was not done, as in other Nations, by 
popular Fury and Fa&tion, but by the mature deliberate 
_ Counfel of godly and learned Divines aflembled in Con- 
- vecation, with the exprefs Authority of the King, and ra- 
« tified by the Three States in Parliament.

For ever= 
lafting Memory whereof we have hereunto put our Seal. After 
which, allthrowing downtheir Tapers, extinguifh’d and — 
fmoaking, they all faid, So Jet al that foal go againft this 
Curfe, be extinidt and fink in Hell. a . 4 

Since which, all King’sof Exzland at their Coronations 
have by folemn Oaths promis’d to preferve ‘the fame ; and — 
they have been confirm’d by above Thirty fucceflive Parlia- 

ments, and commanded to be read oncea Year inall Church- — 
és ; and ifany AG fhall be made tothe contrary, it is tobe 
held for null and void, by the Statute of 4 Ed. 3. 
| Revenues of the Ciergy.] To the end that Men of 
the beft Rank and Ability, ihould in all cime$ be encoura- 
ged to embrace the moft painful and fevere Profeffion of a 
Clergyman, and that the People fhould the more willingly 
be guided'and conducted by them, our mo Chriftian An- 
ceftcrs, according to the Patrern of Gods ancient People 
‘the fews, and of all: other Chriftian Common-wealths, 
judged it expedientto allot large Revenues, anda moft

VIIL depriv’d him thereof, and 
depriv'd the Pope of all the reft; moreover all Cathedral 
Churches were, by divers Kings and Nobles richly furnith- 
ed with.Lands, for. the plentiful Maintenance of a Dean, 
and a certain Number of Prebendaries; infomuch, that 
together with the.

At prefentthe Revenuesof the Eng/ijh Clergy are general- 
ly very fmall, and infufficient, near a third part of the beft 
Benefices of England, being anciently by the Pope's Grant 
appropriated to Monafteries, towards their Maintenance, were 
upon the Diffolution of Monafteries, made Lay Fees, bicies 
what 
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whathath been taken by fecret or indire& means, through 
corrupt Compofitions, Compacts, and \Cuftoms in many Pa-: 
rifhes, there are alfo very many large Eftates wholly exempt’ 
from paying Tythes; as Lands belonging to Monafteries, of 
which about 190 were diffolved in Henry VIII's time, of be~ 
tween 200 and 3500/, per Annum value a piece ; which at a.

: Tnftead of having the Tenths, as the Tenth Sheep, the 
Tenth Lamb, or whatever the produét of the Landis, what 
by, reafon of Impropriations, Prefcriptions, Alienations, 
Coufenages, and the like, they have not a fortieth Penny 
of the yearly Rent of Eugland; whereas the Clergy of 
France hath a Sixth part of the whole yearly Revenue. 

The Bifhopricks of England have been alfo, fince the 
latter end of Hen. VIII. to the comingin of King fames I... 
moft miferably robbed and {poiled of the greateft part of 
their Landsand Revenues; fothat at this day a mean Gen-' 
tleman of 200 /, Land yearly, will not change his worldly 
State and Condition with divers Bifhops.. An Attorney, 
a Shop-keeper, acommon Artifan, will hardly change theirs 
with ordinary Paftors of the Church.

Great was the Authority of the Clergy in thofe Days, 
and cheir Memory fhould be'precious in thefe Days, if we 
confider, that they were the Authors of fo great Benefits 
and Advantages to thisKingdom, that there are few things 
of any importance for promoting of the Welfare of ‘this 
Church and Scate, wherein the Bithops and Prelates, under 
God, have not been the principal Inftruments. The excel+ 
Jent Laws made by King Iva, King Arhelftan, King Edmond, 
and St. Edward the. Confeffor, from whom we ‘have our 
Common Laws, and our Privileges mentioned in Magna 
Charta, were allmade by the Perfwafions and Advice of 
Archbifhops and Bifhops named in our Hiftories. The Uni- 
on of the Two Houfes of York and Lancafter (whereby a 
Jong and bloody War was ended) was by the moft. wife 
Advice and Counfel of Bifhop Morton, then a Privy-Counfel- 
Jor. The Union of England and Scotland, that inexpreflible 
Advantageto both Nations, was brought to pafs by the 
long forefight of Reverend Bifhop Fox, a Privy-Counfel- 
Jor, in advifing Hewry VIL to match his eldeft Daughter to 

Scotland, and his youngerto France. Mot of the great pub- 
lick Works now remaining in England, acknowledge their 


ancient and prefent Being, either to the fole Coft and Char- - 


yes, or to the liberal Contributions, or at leaft to the power- 
ful Perlwafions of Bithops, as moft of the beft endowed Col- 


~ 
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Jeges in both our Univerfities, very many Hofpitals Church- 
es, Palaces, Caftles, have been founded and built by Bi-_ 
fhops, even that famous, chargeable and difficult Structure’ 
of London-Bridge, ftands obliged to the liberal] Contributions® 
-ef an Archbifhop; and’it was a Bifhop of London, at whofe 
earneft Requeft Wiliam the Conqueror granted to the City 
of Londo {o large Privileges, that the Lord Mayor and Al- 
dermen upon fome folemn Days of their refort to St. Paul's. 
Church, did, before the lare dreadful Fire; go in Pro- 
ceffion about the Grave-ftone where that Bifhop lay ins 
terred, 
- But above all, the converting England to the Chriftian 
Religion, the reforming that Religion when corrupted ; and 
fincethat, the maintenance of the Doftrine thereof, againft 
all Romifh Writers, and of the Difcipline thereof (none of 
the leaft good Offices ).againft all the Practices and Power 
of the Puritan and Presbyterian FaGtions, and all thofe other 
Se€taries lineally defcended from them ; All this, and more 
is owing (if not folely, yet principally ) to Bifhops and 
_Prelates; by the late want of whom to fit at the Stern, 
how foon was this’ goodly Veffel fplic upon the Rocks of 
Anarchy and Confulion! : | | 
_ Even ‘fince the late Reftauration of Bifhops , to fee 
' down the’many confiderable and publick Benefits flow- 
ing from them, and other dignified Clergy, would tire the 
Reader.

All Clergymen: are in England (as. anciently among 
God’s own. People the Fews, and. amongft the primitive 
Chriftians fo foon as they were under Chriftian Emperors) 
judgéd fit to enjoy divers Temporal Honours and Employ- 
ments, as, 

. Firft, To bein the Commiffion of the Peace; for who 
fo proper to make'and keep Peace, as they whofe conftant 
Duty is to preach Peace? Who fo fit as they whofe main 
bufinefs and ftudy. is to reconcile thofe that are at variance ?. 
And therefore fince his:'Jate Majefty, King Charles his hap 
py Reftauration, as: well as before, divers grave, difcreet 
Divines have been: made Juftices of the Peace, and theree 
by notonly the poor Clergymen have been protected from 
the Oppreffion of their caufelefs Enemies, but many diffes 
rences have been compofed without any Law-futt, in a 

more Chriftian and lefs expenfive way. . ; 

Moreover the Archbifhops and Bifhops were called by our 
Anceftors to their Witena- gemote or Parliament, not fo much 
in-refpe&t of their Tenure (for in thofe Days all their'Te- 
nures were by a Frank-Almoigne) as. for. their Gravity 
Learning, and Wifdom, as appears by Britton, Glanvile, and 
Bratton, : 

» Secondly, To be of his Majefty’s Privy-Council, where 
frequently Cafes of Confcience may arife, relating to 
State matters, that will admit neither of delay nor Publi- 
cation, and therefore after the Pattern of that excellent 
Chriftian Emperor Conffantine the Great, our good Kings, 
‘before andfince the Reformation, have always admitted 
sete Spirieual Perfons to their Council-Tables, and Clofet- 
ebates. 

Thirdly, Tobe employed in publick Treaties and Ne- 
gotiations of Peace, and this both the ancient and modern 
practice will juftifie, that none. have been more frequently 
and fuecestully ufed in fuch Meflages, than the Ambaffa- 
dors of Chrift: Of which the Reverend Mr. Hid, Envoy 
from the late King atthe Court at 8rzfels, and now from 
her prefent Majefty to the Duke of Savoy, the Reverend | 
Dr. Robinfon in. Sweden, and Six Robert Sutton. Embaflador in

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The Wares, Houfhold-ftuff, Moneys, and other move- 

able ‘Goods, during the Fire, and bringing’ them back af 

terward, in the Hire of Boats, Carts, and Porters, may 

be well reckoned at the leaft two Millions ; the Total where- 

of is almoft ten Millions of Pounds Sterling; ‘and yet not- 

withftanding all thefe huge Loffes by Fire, notwithftand- 

ing that moft devouring Peftilence in the Year immedi-- 
ately aforegoing, and the then very chargeable War againft 
three potent Neighbours, the Citizens recovering, after 

a few Months, their Native Courage, have fince fo cheerfully 

and unanimoufly fet themfelves to rebuild the City, that 
within the fpace of four Years, they ere€ted on the fame _ 
‘Ground 10000 Houfes,and laid out upon the fame 3 000000: 

of pounds Sterling, counting but 300 pound a Houfe one © 
with another, befides feveral large Hofpitals, divers very 
ftately Halls, 19 fair folid Stone Churches that did coft 
above 100000 pound, were allat the fame time erected, 
and foon after finifhed. Moreover as if the late Fire had 
only purg’d the City, the Buildings are become infinitely 
more beautiful, more commodious, and more ‘folid (the 
three main Virtues of all Edefices) than before : Nay, as 
if the Citizens had not been any way impoverifhed, but. 

rather enriched by that huge Conflagration, they may be faid | 
to be even wantonin their Expences, upon the ftately Ira-. 
Tian Faciata’s, or Fronts of their new Houfes, Churches 
and Halls; (many of Portland-Stone, as durable almoft as 
Marble; ) upon their richly adorned Shops, Chambers, Bal- 
- conics, Signs, Portals, Gc. ‘Their publick Halls are richly 
fet off with curious Architefture, carved Work in Stone 
and Wood, with Pi&tures 4nd Wainfcer, notonly of Firr 
and Oak, but fome with fweet-fmelling Cedar; their 
Churches beautified with excellent various Towers, and 
Fronts of true Roman Archite€ture 3 they made their 
Streets much more large and ftraight ; paved each fide 
with fmooth hewn Stone, guarded the fame with many 
Maflie Pofts for the Security of Foot-Paflengers; and il- 
luminated by Night with Convex Lights, for the Benefic 
of all: ‘And whereas they before dwelt in low, dark, 
woodden Cottages, they now live in lofty, lightfome, uni= 
form’ Brick-Buildings : So that although the then King 
could notfay of this his capital City as one of the Emperors 
Said of Rome; Lateritiam inveni, Marmoream religui: Yet he 
might fay of it what wasalmoft equivalent; Ligneam invent, 
Ara opp “OL iohesBe os esoinbd Ada 
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Lateritiam veliqgi: And of a principal Strufture of this 


City, the Royal Exchange, King Charles I. might have faid, 
Lateritiam inveni, Lapiaeam reliqui. 


Publick Cuildings.] In this Noble City are very 
many and Magnificent; thofe moft efpecially, that are con- 
fecrate to the Worfhip of God. There are befides the 
Royal Chappels of White-Hall and St. Fames’s, that {pacious 
one of G#ild-Hal, and many others ; 135 Parifh-Churches ; 
- which, to the Glory of God, and the Honour of our Re- 
formed Religion, is double the Number of any City in* 

Chriftendom ; and moft of thefe for Solidity of Build- 
ing, for Spacioufnefs and Uniformity, for beautiful and 
durable Stone-Work without, and for curious Wainfcor, 
and exquifite Carvings within, for Lightfomnefs and Con- 
venience ; do fufficiently evidence the extraordinary value 
that we haye for the publick Worfhip of God: For itis no- 
torious enough that thofe publick Places for Divine Service, 
‘which have been here buile by this Age of Proteftants, 
do abundantly furpafs, both for Coft and Care, thofe ) 
which were built by our Anceftors in the times of Popery. 
To begin with that already celebrated Piece of Archite- 
cure, the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, which, though it 
be not finifhed, doth even now thew to what an Imperial 
Grandeur it.is haftily afpiring ; the Hiftory of what it 
was in former times, I abbreviated in all the preceding E- 
ditions of this Manual: But becaufe Ikeep my {elf now

It is now rebuilding ‘with greater Solidity, Magnifi- 
cence and Splendor, by the moft renowned Architect, Sir 
Ghriftopher Wren; the Tax upon Sea-Coal ftill continuing, 
being 1.s.6d. upon every Chaldron ; befides the libe- 


sal Contributions of pious and devout Perfons, among 


whom Archbifhop Saxcroft, while he was Dean of this 
Church, wasmoft eminent for the carrying on fo Religious 
and Glorious a Work. Ps . 

The Body ofthis Noble Pile, is, for the moft part, already 
built, and appears now, through a Wood of Scaffolding, 
the Wonder and the Glory of the Kingdom, . 

The next is, that Ancient Stately Abby-Church of Weff- 
gninfter, founded before the Norman Conqueft, by the pious 
King, Edward the Confefor; and moft richly endowed ; 
afterwards re-built from the Ground by King Hea. IIL. with 
that rare Archire€ture now feen, wherein are the moft mag- 
nificent Tombs and Monuments of our Kings and Queens, 
‘of our greateft Nobles and famous Worthies of England. 


“To the Eaft End of which is added a Chappel: of King 


Hen, VII. which, for the moft admirable artificial Work 
without and within, for a Monument of mafly Brafs, moft 
curioufly wrought, and other Mafter-PieCes of Art, is 
fcarce to be parallell’d in the World. This huge Fabrick 
ftands on that, which was once the only firm piece of 
Ground in Weftminfter, formerly called Thorney Ifland ;

_ _ ThisMagnificent Abby-Church hath of late Years very 
_ much decayed; and notwithftanding the Dean and Pre. 
bendaries have largely contributed to the Repairing of it, 
to the great leflening of their yearly Income; yet be- 
ing no ways able to fupport it withoura publick Bene- 
faction, the late Parliament was generonfly pleafed to allow.

NE the Abby-Church of Weftminftery ftood the 
-N Royal Palace and ufual Place of Refidence for the - 
Kings of England, who ordinarily held their Parliament . 
and all their Courts of Judicature in their Dwelling Hou-. 
fes (as was done at Pars by the King of France, in the I/e 
‘de Notre Dame; and is atthis Day at Madrid by the King 
of Spain) and many times fate themfelves in the faid 
Courts of Judicature, as they do ftill fometimes in their 
Court of Parliament. A great part of this huge Palace was 
in the time of Hes. VIII. deftroyed by Fire ; what remain- 
ed hath been ftill employed for the Ufe of the Lords and 
Commons affembled in Parliament, and for chief Courts © 
of Judicature, and for the King’s Treafury, The Great 
Hall where the Great Courts of King’s-Bench, Common- 
Pleas, and Chancery are kept, fome fay, was built by 
William Rufus; others, by Richard I. which, for all its 
Dimenfions, is not to be equalled by any.

E isnvice Ye one ,of her 
Majefty’s Summer: Houfes. The Jatter forthe fake, not on- - 
ly of the Noblemens Houfes, and of the Phyfick-Garden, 
- fall of moft rare exotick Plants, but more efpecially of the 
famous Royal Hofpital ; whereof take this following brief 
Account, tilla larger fhall be publithed. Tae 
The Royal Hofpital at Chelfey, in the County of Middle. 
fex, founded by King Charles the Second ; carried on by 
King James the Second, and now perfected by the late King 
William and Queen Mary, is feated upon a piece of Ground, 
whereon aBuilding formerly ftood, which was defign’d 
by King James the Firlt, for a College of Divines , 
to defend the Reformation of the Chatch of England, a- 
' gainft all Oppofers; which Ground did efcheat to the King: 
ft is abouta Mile from the Suburbs of London, near the fa- 
mous River of Thames, in. a moft wholfom Air, upon a ri- 
fing gravelly Ground, about fixteen Foot ‘higher than the 
River, from whence it is abundantly furnifhed with whole- 
{om Water, even to the top of the Fabrick, by a moft ins 
genious Machine, without the labour of Horfe or Man ; 
lately invented by a Shopkeeper of London. | 
The Main Building is a large Square, wheteof one Side 
en to the River, which is about one Airs Paces di- 
ftant, where is a moft commodious and magnificent Land- 
ing-Place: Of the other three fides the’ Front-fide contains 
‘the Chappeland Hall, both very fpacious and es da 
| "The 
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~ Thetwo other fides being four Stories high, are divided in- 
to Wards, or Galeries, two in each Story, contaming ¢act 
twenty fix diftin& Apartments for the Foot-Soldiers... At: 
each one of the four Corners of this main Building there. 1s 
a fair Pavilion, in one whereof is the Governours Lodg-’ 
ing, and the Council-Chamber; the other three being fair 
Lodgings for feveral of the Officers of the Houfe, both Civil 
and Military. In the middle of this great Court, 1s placed; 
upon a Marble Pedeftal, a mof curious brazen Statue of the 
Founder King Charles the Second, at the Coft and Charges 
of Mr. Toby Ruftatt. : 

Befides this main Building, adorned with many ftately 
Pillars, there are four Wings or out-Buildings, large uni- 

form Piles, whereof one is the Infirmary, wherein to lodge 
the Sick ; another for feveral Officers of the Houfe ; ano- | 
ther for old maimed Officers of Horfe and Foot; and the 
fourth for the Bakers, Landrefs, dc. wt 

“The number of Penfioners is 476, befides the Officers of 
the Houfe, Matrons, Landrers, Wafherwomen, Cres! 
‘The Penfioners have all Red Coats, lined with Blew, and 

are provided with all other Clothes, Linnen.and Woollen, 
plentiful Diet, neat clean Lodging, Wathing, Firing, and 
one Days Pay inevery Week for Spending-Money. ‘ 
They all meetat Chappel, Morning and Evening, and in 
~ the Hall at twelve of the Clock to Dinner, and at fix of the 
Clock to Supper, and at nine go all to their Lodgings. In 
a Word, they all live fo much at their eafe, chat fome Sol- 
diers coming to fee this Royal Hofpital, have almoft longed 
to beold enough, or lame enough, that they might be im- 
_ mediately admitted of the Society, to live fo very plea- 
fantly, without the leaft care for a Subfiftance, during the

Hofpital for poor Children, called 
by fome the Blue-Coar Hofpital ; allthe Boys and Girls being 
cloathed in Blue Coats, very warm and decent, and provis 
ded with all fuitable Neceffaries. It hath fince been en- 
larged by divers confiderable BenefaCtors. A great part of 
this Fabrick was burntdown inthe great Fire; but is again 
re-built with much Splendour and Convenience,by the pious 
Care and Charity of its Governors, Truftees, and religious 
Benefaétors. . Neverthelefs all would not do, without con- 
traéting a great Debr, and anticipating the Revenues of the © 
_ Hofpital, the Effe& of which it fill feels, and is like fo to 
do, unlefs adminiftred to by the bountiful Hands, not only 
of willing, but of able Perfons. King Gharles the Second, 
of Peaceful Memory, founded here a Mathematical School, . 
and liberally endowed ic with Maintenance for an exquifite 
Teacher, where the more adult Lads, about.40 in number, 
are taught all Parts of Mathematicks; bur efpecially the Art 
of Navigation ; and afterwards they are every Year, about 
ten ortwelve at atime, put Apprentices to,Mafters of Ships, 
and fo become skilful and brave Commanders.

rial Chair hath been filled with one of thefe. Butthe ftated 
Revenue not being at all anfwerableto the neceflary yearly 
Expences, many of the moft wealthy Citizens and Mer- 
chants are chief Governours, in hopes that they will com- 
miferate thofe, Wants which theirown Eyes fee.

St. Wartholomew's Wolpital,] adjoins to the fiid 
Chrifts-Hofvital, and formerly belong’d to the fame Gray-Fyi- 
ars, founded by AKein2 a Mufician, in the time of Henry the 
Firft, enlarged by Henry the Fourth. Atthe Diflolution of 
Monafteries, Henrythe Eighth left 500 Marks a year to it, 
for the relief of poor People, but was more largely endow- 
ed for the ufe of fick and lame Perfons only, by Edward the 
Sixth. This Spiral hath able Phyficians and Chirurgeons, 
careful Nurfes, and good Provifion for wounded and fick 
Soldiers end Seamen, and other difeafed Perfons, which 
come from al] Parts of the Kingdom hither for Cure 3; and 
_ through God’s Bleffing here is fometimes 2000 or upwards 
cured in a year, and relieved with Moneys, and other Ne- 
ceflaries at their departure. This Houfe it felf efcaped the 
fury of the great Fire, but moft of the Eftate belonging to

St. Thomas’s Boflpital] in Soushwark is for the fame 
ufe, and underwentalmott the fame Fate in its Revenues, 
not only in 1666, but in the three great Fires of southwark, 
1676, 1681, 16893 founded by the fame pious Prince, and 
not inferior at alkto the other in’the number of thofe that 
are here yearly cured, and relieved. This they are rebuild- 

ing (being old and ill-contrived) with great State and Con- 
venience; a great Contribution being begun by the Right 
_ tIcnourable Sir John. Fleet; then Lord Mayor (who laid the 

firft Stone) and carried on by the Generojlity of other emi= 
nent Perfons, who defign .to make the Work very great

of that little which remains, The City when that Wall 
was built, was not above three Miles in Circumference ; burt 
now the Suburbs being above four times bigger. than that, 
the immenfe number of its Inhabitants are a more powerful. | 
Defence; yet moft of the Gates of that old Wall ftill re- 
main; thofe which were burnt down, as Ludgate and New- 
gate, are rebuilt with great Solidity and Magnificence ; and 
‘thofe which efcaped,as Alder{gate, Cripplegate, Moorgate, Ald- 
gate, are kept in good Repair, and all are fhut up every 
‘Night with great diligence, and a fufficient Watch atten a 
Clock ; none being fuffered to go in and out without Exa- 
mination: Inlike manner, at the fame Hour, Watches are 
_ placed every where about the City, who feize all fufpicious 
Perfons, and fecure ‘em till the next Morning, to be exa- 
mined by a Juftice of the Peace; and if they are found to 
be Vagabonds, Strumpets, or Night-walkers, they are fent 
ro a Houfe of Correction.. Moft. of thefe Gates. are of 
good ArchireGture, and. .adorned with Statues of fome of 
our Kings and Queens, asis that likewife called Temple-Bar 
in Fleet-ftreet, near the Middle-Temple-Gate, 


_Bzitons.] The defigned*, Brevity of this Treatife will 
not let me give a very particular Account of all the Prifons 
in and about this City. Two of the aforefaid Gates, wiz. 
_ Bemgate.and Ludgate, being ftrongly built, are Prifons, the~ 
firft for Heinous MalefaGtors, as Traitors, Murderers, Felons, 
and the like,; who are tried at the Seflions- Houfein the Old- 
Baily, hard by, and the other for Debtors, who are Free- 
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men of London » The Queen’s-Bench Prifon im Southwark is 
the greateft for Debrorsin England ; not far from it is the 
Marjbalfea, a Prifon belonging to the Court of the,Knight- 
Marthal of England ; who is Sir.

purchas’d allthe Books which he had occafion for ; others he 
caufed to betranfcribed for lim on purpofe; and befides . 
this, got from beyond the Seas vaft quantities of foreign
